Then there was the unforget- 
table occasion in that city too, 
when a kiss-a-gram was delivered 
to the Indoor Cricket complex 
where England v. The Rest of the 
World were playing in the Fourth 
Test. | think Hans van Breukelen 
was captaining the Rest of the 
World and now the English bats- 
men know the meaning of the 
phrase Dutch Treat. 


There was an instance when 
the tour was nearly aborted in 
Melbourne where at half-time an 
offer of an extra few days holiday 
was made — if we won. 


The day on the beach at 
Surfers Paradise where the 
Pacific Ocean pounded in and we 
were the only ones on the beach 
—- it was their winter but we felt 
quite warm. 


The visit to see that weird 
game called “Australian Rules 
Football,"’ in Perth, was different 
to all other football experiences, 
and the first Rugby League Test 
Match in Sydney made us feel at 
home when we saw the Great 
Britain team run out, as we did 
when talking to Torvill and Dean 
who were staying in our hotel in 
Brisbane. 


There was the occasion at the 
official reception in Adelaide 
which we won't forget when two 
waiters serving the top table 
collided and the contents of the 
main course tray finished in the 
presidents lap. 


The game in Melbourne was 
on that famous cricket ground, 
cum Australian Rules, cum 
Soccer pitch, which had every- 
thing except atmosphere — none 
of the 20,000 crowd were within 
60 yards of the pitch. 


On a personal note | was 
pleased to meet Arthur Morris 
the ex-test batsman, who is now 
vice-chairman of the Trustees of 
Sydney Cricket Ground, who 
played a bit before my time, but 
Tony Lock, Peter Loader, and 
Ron Tindall didn’t, they were my

It was my first opportunity to 
apologise to Tony for having 
bowled a “‘beamer’’ at him 
over 25 years ago. He couldn’t 
remember but said he and Johnny 
Wardle had exchanged a few 
over the years so | didn't feel so 
bad about it after all. 


All the memories of the trip 
became so vivid that | decided 
there and then to edit all the film 
| took to remind the lads that 
they really did enjoy it.
